Secretary of the Navy Daniels is asking congress to 
endorse and make possible the carrying forward, by tile 
necessary legislative enactments, of a tremendous pro­ 
gram of ship building which would place this nation sec­ 
ond to no nation on earth as a sea po we r. 
T h a t does not appear 
very 
encouraging 
to 
the 
advocates of disarmament of nations and a permanent 
league of peace. 
Secretary Daniels' plan calls for the ex­ 
penditure of hundreds of millions of dollars annually in 
the construction of fighting ships. 
W c would much rather hear discussed plans for dis­ 
arm am ent and plans tor ending all such tremendous ex­ 
penditures during peace times. 
However, if any one nation is to strive, in its own 
right, for supremacy on the sea, over all other nations, it is 
not just exactly clear how' all other nations are not again 
to enter the race in ship construction and each nation be­ 
gin again its efforts to he supreme in navy power. 
Just how nations are tO'be free with one nation abso­ 
lutely dom inating the oceans is not clear either, unless all 
nations are content to place themselves under the protec­ 
tion of the one nation conceding to that one the sole right 
of supremacy on the sea. 
That would mean that all other nations would con­ 
duct their commerce under the direction of the supreme 
naval power— scarcely, we fear, without its dangers when 
trade rivalries arise 
they must. 
Americans favor disarm am ent on land and sea in 
times of peace, hut if that can't he accomplished, it all na­ 
tions must m aintain their navies we see no reason why 
the U nited States should only aspire to second place. 
W h y not as good or better than any other nation if 
we must return to the old order? 
W h y travel the seas and conduct commerce 
at 
the 
pleasure of any one nation?

file method adopted for the demobilization of our 
armies seems to mean the disappearance of the old nation­ 
al guard system in the several states. 
The states cannot he left without any arm ed police or 
constabulary force, available in time of extraordinary oc­ 
currence. 
Ohio, along with other states of the union, will need 
a state police organization and the forthcoming l e g i sl a ­ 
ture will he required to enact some legislation which will 
provide such a force, available for the remote rural dis­ 
tricts as well as for service in the congested industrial 
centers.

Such an organization would afford, perhaps! more 
protection than the old national guard plan as its con­ 
stant service would operate as a preventive of crime more 
effectually than the guard organization which was called 
upon only' after the emergence had arisen..
